• A battery of 20 ACLU volun- 
teer attorneys represented some 
57 witnesses called before the 
'House Un-American Actaviiies 
Committee in four-day bearings 
in Los Angeles last week. 

The volunteer legal corps,; in 
addition to ACLU staff counsel, 
was made available to witnesses 
as an expression of ACLU's op- 
position to the HUAC. 

Upon request from individuals 
subpoenaed, the ACLU offered to 
secure the services of lawyers to 
serve without fee in represent- 
ing the witnesses. 



The HUAC, according to cus- 
tom, ranged from housewives to 
an acknowledged Com munist 
leader in summoning citizens to 
the first Los Angeles hearing in 
two years. 

The witnesses included mem- 
bers of Local 2058, United Steel- 
workers, AFL-CIO; leaders of 
the Fair Pay for Cuba Com- 
mittee, members of the Interna- 
tional Students Union, mem- 
bers of various peace groups, 
and several teachers, psycholog- 
ists, a physician and a lawyer.

APPEAL CHARGES 



School Zone Fosters 
Racial Segregation 



The eighth anniversary of the 
U.S. Supreme Court's school de- 
segregation decision was observ- 
ed in Pasadena last week by the 
appeal of a 13 -year-old boy 
charging that gerrymandered 
school zones have created a ra- 
cially segregated junior high 
school. 

A brief filed in the District 
Court of Appeal on behalf of Jay 
It. Jackson for his son, Jay, Jr., 
charged that the Pasadena Board 
of Education, by requiring the 
boy to attend the "segregated 
Washington Junior High School/' 
deprived him of an equal oppor- 
tunity for public school educa- 
tion in violation of the .14th 
Amendment. 

The Pasadena school board de- 
nied young Jackson permission 
to transfer to Eliot Junior High 
last fall on grounds that the 
transfer would "trigger' whole- 
sale requests" by other Negro 
students, would result in the de- 
pletion of enrollment • art: the 
school, and would reduce 5ts 
teaching staff to a "state of idle- 
ness." 

Reasons Challenged 
• Superior Judge William E. Fox 
upheld the school board on the 
basis that the suit was ill found- 

■ ed. 

In appealing the trial court 
ruling. Atty. Samuel S hearts, rep- 
resenting the Jackson boy; Atty, 
Loreu Miller, for the NAACP, 



and Atty. A. L. Wirin, for the 
Southern California ACLU, 
charged that neither over-crowd- 
ing nor "administrative perplexi- 
ties" justify the board's failure 
to provide unsegregated public 
education. 

"To say that such a right can 
. be proscribed to enable teachers 
to remain fully employed is pat- 
ently untenable. And to refuse to 
grant a transfer to an, unsegre- 
gated school because of the ac- 
tions of other Negro students is 
to countenance emasculation of 
the 14th Amendment," the brie* 
stated. 

The Supreme . Court's 1954 .de- 
segregation ' decision, the appeal 
stressed, applies' with equal vigor 
to any segregation in public 
schools imposed by any device or 
scheme employed by school au- 
thorities, whether such device is 
direct or indirect, 'or whether it 
is attempted "ingeniously or in- 
genuously.'' 

The brief also cited the Fed- 
eral court decision in the New 
Rochelle school case, holding that 
gerrymandered school zones vio- 
late the 14th Amendment and 
that "it makes no meaningful 
difference whether the segrega- 
tion involved is maintained di- 
rectly through formal separation, 
or indirectly through over-rigid 
adherence to artificially created 
boundary lines."

The hearings^ 'marked by .the,: 
most substantial and orderly;; 
demonstration of opposition . in... 
local history, were undoubtedly 
timed to effect the June primary!, 
election campaigns, Dr. Easori* 
Monroe, ACLU Executive direct- 
tor said. 

"It is not uncommon for the 
Committee to hold hearings at a 
time and place to influence local 
elections," Monroe said. "They 
have the effect of injecting the 
Communist issue into California 
politics and confusing the real 
issues that distinguish candidates 
and political parties." 

Monroe noted that the ACLU 
locally and nationally has op- 
posed the Committee since its 
inception in 1938. Since Congress 
cannot constitutionally forbid the 
expression of ideas, the Commit- 
tee does the job by exposure, by 
inviting public excoriation of 
persons deemed "un-American." 

Although the U. S. Supreme 
Court upheld the mandate of the 
HUAC in a 5-4 decision in 1959, 
the ACLU hopes for eventual re- 
versal of that close decision, 
Monroe said. 

He recalled that the high court 
in 1954 reversed: its 1898 school 
segregation decision, and in 1956 
modified its .1951 decision up- 
holding the Smith Act. But, 
Americans cannot rely entirely 
on the courts to end the HUAC's 
24-year-trespass on First Amend- 
ment rights. "The people must 
.^•/understand the-- dangers / and . fu^ 
"{iiity'' 6f- : the' Committee's ;;-. con-' 
tinued existence, arid then ball 
upon their legislators to banish 
the Committee from, the Ameri- 
can scene."

SEARCH CASES CONFIRM 
POLICE LIABILITY RULE 



The Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals reinforced a recent de- 
cision holding that police officers 
are not immune from liaibolity 
for illegal searches and seizures 
by remanding to the District 
Court of Appeals two Southern 
California ACLU- supported oases 
involving police practices. 

The court held that, in line 
witiu its earlier decision, Los An- 
geles police officens must stand 
, trial for alleged abuses inflicted 



upon Mrs. Irene lAicero, a Los 
Angeles housewife, and Russell 
M". Smith, a La Pueate evange- 
list. 

in its decision last Feb. in- 
volving an appeal by Mickey. Co- 
hen, the court held that police 
conduct need not be so offen- 
sive as to "shock the conscience" 
in order for a Federal court to 
assert jurisdiction under the 
Federal Civil Rights Act.

level of government of any form 
of expression, on any subject, 
on the ground of 'obscenity.' " 
Xatluual View 

The statement was submitted 
to ths censorship committee of 
the national ACLU for consider- 
ation in formulating a nation- 
wide policy that would apply 
wherever allegedly obscene ma- 
terial is concerned. 

The national board has wres- 
tled with the problem for more 
than a year. On March 19 it 
adopted a committee report 
stating: 

"The ACLU believes that the 
constitutional guarantees of free 
speech and press apply to all 
expression on all subjects. Thus, 
any expression on sexual mat- 
ters, whether fiction or non- 
fiction, is protected by the Con- 
stitution. This standard should 
apply at the federal, state and 
local levels; to laws, regulations 
and injunctions; to censoring, li- 
censing, in rem proceedings, 
prosecutions and any other 
means of governmental restric- 
tion or punishment." 

Out of Bounds 

In submitting the local ACLU 
statement to the national office, 
Schoichet noted that the basic 
approach to the obscenity prob- 
lem should reflect. ACLU's con- 
viction that "government should 
keep its hand out of censorship 
on the ground of obscenity be- 
cause of the sheer impossibility 
of formulating and drawing a 
meaningful line, of, dernaraca- 
tion." 

Almost , any line, no matter 
where drawn would inevitably 
violate either the guarantees of 



freedom of expression or that 
of due process, Schoichet said. 

Atty. Clore Warne recom- 
mended that ACLU's attempt to 
define the bounds of "obscenity" 
legislation be limited to the 
question of due process, a posi- 
tion which recognizes that the 
First Amendment is no bar to 
the publication or distribution 
of allegedly obscene material. 

Neither the local nor national 
ACLU has yet taken a position 
on the distribution of 'obscene' 
material to children under 16 
years of age. 

Fair Housing Law 
Set for Hearing 

A public hearing on a Fair 
Housing ordinance introduced in 
Los Angeles City Council has 
been set for 10 a.m. Thursday, 
May 10, in council chambers be- 
fore the public health and wel- 
fare committee. Councilman Fd- 
ward Roybal, committee chair- 
man, will preside. 

The ordinance, which is spon- 
sored by the Los Angeles chap- 
ter of the NAACP, is designed 
to abolish discrimination in the 
sale and rental of property in 
the Los Angeles area. The ordi- 
nance would not apply to the 
rental of multiple dwelling hous- 
ing of less than six units. 

A Southern California ACLU 
representative will be among the 
spokesmen urging passage of the 
ordinance. ACLU members are 
urged to attend the hearing as a 
demonstration of support for the 
measure. 



Wirin Cites Position 
Against Test Oaths 



Every government official and 
omipJoyee, and every citizen, 
owes loyalty to the United 
States, but genuine loyalty can- 
not be coerced by such devices 
as test oaths which have been 
traditionally rejected by men 
who love freedom, ACLU Coun- 
sel A. L. Wirin declared in an 
article published in the April 
issue of the Loyola Digest. 

Loyalty oaths, which compel

opinion and association, result 
only in "enforced orthodoxy and 
conformity, the hallmarks of a 
totalitarian state," Wirin said. 

He cited the views of the Rev. 
Michael P. Walsh, president of 
Boston . College, who opposed a 
loyalty oath for students be- 
cause "the real security of our 
country lies in the maintenance 
of freedom in spirit as well as 
in fact," and because such oaths 
violate the presumption of in- 
nocence. 

Loyalty Purge 

President Kennedy also testi- 
fied to the evils of coerced loy- 
alty when he wrote to the na- 
tional ACLU in 1960: "An epi- 
demic of loyalty oaths has 
spread across the nation until 
no town or village seems secure 
until its servants have purged 
themselves of all suspicion of 
non-conformity by swearing to 
their political cleanliness." 

The U.S. Supreme Court, 
holding that a , Catholic priest 
and a lawyer were protected by 
the Constitution from being re- 
quired to submit to loyalty 
oaths imposed in 1866, ruled 
that such disclaimers "assume 
that the parties are guilty, they 
call upon the parties to estab- 
lish their innocence, and they 
declare that such innocence can 
be shown only in one way: by 
an inquisition in the form of 
an expurgatory oath into the 
consciences of the party."

In the Federal Building in 
Los Angeles a battery of ACLU 
volunteer attorneys participated 
in the defense of persons sub- 
poenaed by the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. 

At ACLU headquarters, the 
board of directors met to dis- 
cuss for a full two hours a pol- 
icy statement on ''obscenity." 

And in a Spanish-style home 
in Beverly Hills, a Venice school 
teacher and his wife, Ben and 
Eleanor Spexell, planned a party. 

The Spezells set Saturday 
evening, May 19, for an ACLU 
membership party to which they 
haw invited 22 guests. 

At first it seemed as if all of 
their friends were already ACLU 
members. But then they re- 
membered a couple they had 
met at a dinner party who ex- 
pressed an interest in civil lib- 
erties. And a neighbor down the 
street who frequently inquired 
about the ACLU's program. A 
careful' study of their personal 
phone book revealed several 
more people who were concerned 
about civil rights, the attacks 
on school teachers, and. the 
threat from the right-wing ex- 
tremists. 

The Spezells invited their 
friends for dessert and coffee, 
and stressed that the party was 
to be an evening of fun — with 
a purpose. 

With Dr. David Marcus, mem- 
bership chairman, and John Mc- 
Clung, ACLU finance director, 
the Spezells arranged for a mem- 
ber of the Lawyers Division and 
a member of the Arts Division 
to speak at the party, to dis- 



cuss their own personal interest 
in tlie work of the ACLU, and 
their views on the importance 
of the Union's continued growth 
in Southern California. 

Attorney Agrees 

Atty. Mitchell Ezer, 27, a 
graduate of Northwestern Uni- 
versity and Yale Law School, 
agreed to serve as the legal 
emissary to the Spezells' soiree. 

Ezer, who has been practicing 
law for nearly two years, and 
joined the ACLU while a college 
student, believes that ACLU is 
a vital force in maintaining a 
rule of law and the free inter- 
change of opinions.

"When de- 
mocracy is threatened, as it is 
now by the resurgence of Mc- 
Carthy! tes, I fear that we may 
adopt the very totalitarian meth- 
ods which we pretend to oppose."

Legalized wiretapping would 
set a dangerous precedent for 
other electronic devices far more 
penetrating than those now in 
use, Lawrence Speiser, Washing- 
ton, D.C, director of the ACLU, 
warned in testimony last month 
before the Senate Judiciary com- 
mittee. 

Speiser, in testifying against 
S. 2813 and other proposals to 
legalize wiretapping, said the un- 
limited and uncontrollable nature 
of wiretapping is too dangerous 
to a free society for it to be sanc- 
tioned even with procedural safe-

Anarchy Act Invoked 
In Baton Rouge Case 

For the first time the charge of criminal 
anarchy for participation in anti-segregation 
activities will come before the courts of Baton 
Rouge, La. 

Four young civil rights leaders, three 
Negro and one white, will be tried on this 
charge. Of the four, Robert Zellner and 
Charles McDew, affiliated with the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, both of 
Atlanta, will be defended by the ACLU and 
the N.A.A.C.P. jointly. Ronnie Moore and 
Weldon Rougeau, former students at Southern 
University in Baton Rouge, and officers of 
the local chapter of C.O.R.E., will be defended 
by that organization. 

The case is viewed as significant both by 
anti- and pro-segregationists, since the issue 
at stake is far broader than the mere guilt or 
innocence of the four defendants. It opens the 
question of a stated right to employ extra- 
ordinary legal means to enforce segregation 
by charging with criminal anarchy, which 
carries a ten-year prison sentence, those who 
espouse racial views differing from its own. 
Should the verdict go for the state of Louisi- 
ana, it will have an effective weapon against 
active integrationists. 

The charge against two of the youths 
is that they advocated opposition to the state 
of Louisiana privately and publicly, and that 
they were members of S.N.C.C., an organi- 
zation which they knew "to advocate, teach, 
and practice opposition to the state of Louisi- 
ana by unlawful means. " The same charge 
was leveled at C.O.R.E. in the Moore and 
Rougeau cases. 



ACLU Fights Ad ministration s 
Federal Wiretapping Measure] 

In line with its historic position that wiretapping violates the Fourth Amendment's 
protection against unreasonable searches and seizures, the American Civil Liberties 
Union is opposing the bill recently introduced by Attorney General Kennedy. 

In testimony by Lawrence Speiser, Director 
of the Union's Washington Office, at the 
Senate Judiciary Committee's April 4 heayingT^ 
two major points were emphasized: (1) no 
necessity has been demonstrated that could 
possibly outweigh the damage to individual 
liberties that even the most limited permit to 
wiretap would create; and (2) the Fourth 
Amendment's specification that "no Warrants 
shall issue, but on probably cause . . . and 
particularly describing the place to be 
searched, and the persons or things to be 
seized" would prohibit the general search 
reflected by a permit to tap all calls on a given 
phone for a given period of time. 

The ACLU's chief objections to any pe. 
missive bill are that wiretapping as a generl 
search invades the privacy of both the persoi 
whose phone is being tapped, and any persoi 
with whom he might communicate; that al 
calls are overheard, whether or not they have 
any relation to the object of the tapping; and 
that wiretapping, unless both interception ^ 
and disclosure are categorically banned, is i 
impossible to restrain, as demonstrated by 
the fact that even now wiretapping is illegal 
in terms of Section 605 of the Federal Com- 
munications Act, and yet it is conceded to be 
widely used and its fruits are admissible * in - 
most state courts as evidence. Beyond this,

Condon-Wadlin Law Hit 
In N.r.C. Teacher Strike 

— Shortly~bef ore. last month's one-day teachers' - 
strike in New York, the NYCLU reiterated 
publicly its long-standing opposition to the 
Condon-Wadlin Act, which prohibits strikes 
by public employees. 

In opposing its application in the teachers' 
walk-out, the Union's New York affiliate 
again called for amendment of the law or, 
if this is not possible, enactment of a new 
statute. 

"We believe that strikes by public em- 
ployees should be barred only in cases where 
interruption of vital public services, and con- 
sequently the safety of the community, are 
involved," explained NYCLU Chairman Vic- 
tor S. Gettner. "The services of teachers are 
not essential to the safety of the community. 
New Yorkers are aware of the fact that when 
the schools were closed on very short notice 
as a result of a snow storm, and also on the 
traditional closing for the holidays, 
gency was created," he said.

Under the Administration-backed bill, 
S.2813, in national security cases — espionage, 
sabotage, treason, sedition, subversive activ- 
ities, and unauthorized disclosure of atomic 
energy information — the Attorney General 
would have the power to wiretap, either by 
applying to a federal judge for such author- 
ity, or tapping without court permission in 
certain situations. The bill also provides for 
court-authorized tapping by federal agents in 
investigation of murder, kidnapping, gam- 
bling, narcotics, and similar federal offenses. 

The Union opposes each of these provisions _ 
separately. Wiretapping without court order 
has been proposed to avoid security leaks, but 
the ACLU argues that the entire Bill of Rights 
is premised on faith in the courts and fear of

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California Petition 
Endangers Liberty 

A dark era of suppression of civil liberties 
was forecast last month by the Southern Cali- 
fornia ACLU if a statewide petition outlaw- 
ing "subversive" activities qualifies for the 
ballot and is approved by the voters next fall. 
The local ACLU strongly condemned the 
omnibus measure and urged citizens not to 
sign the petition. 

The proposal, which would affect teachers, 
public employees, taxpayers, political parties, 
office holders, and users of public property, 
was termed a "wholesale attack" on freedom 
of speech and association. 

Signatures of 450,000 registered voters 
must be collected and certified to the Secre- 
tary of State by June 28 to qualify the measure 
for the November 6 general election. 

Circulators of the petition, sponsored by a 
group known as Californians' Committee to 
^ Cornbat Communism, claimed in March~t~h"aT" 
nearly half the necessary signatures had been 
obtained. The proposed amendment contains 
detailed "findings" concerning the "threat of 
the world-Communist movement," and con- 
cludes that "Communist-action," "Communist 
front," and "subversive" organizations pre- 
sent a clear and present danger to the state 
and nation. 

The. Los Angeles Times has urged its read- 
ers not to sign the .petition and says that one 
section of the proposed amendment contains 
"a flaw that would be fatal to the American 
concept of justice." That provision permits 
any grand jury, the attorney general, any 
court, officer, board, or other agency of govern- 
ment lo declare any organization subversive. 
"The odious feature," says the Times, "lies in 
the privileged irresponsibility of the whole 
array of denouncers. The accused has no 
recourse against them, even though an accusa- 
tion of communism can be a deadly charge." 



d. Anti-Bias Bill Dies; 
Baltimore Ordinance Up 

Support for a bill to end discrimination in 
places of public accommodation was urged 
without success by the Maryland ACLU in 
the recently concluded state legislative session. 

The Maryland affiliate has now joined other 
local groups in urging such anti-discrimina- 
tion ordinances on Baltimore and Baltimore 
County (of which the city is not a part). But 
lawmakers have already indicated they will 
not act until after the May primary election. 
Apparently Baltimore City may then be ex- 
pected to pass such an ordinance by a bare 
majority of the City Council; whether the 
County will act remains problematical. 

Two other bills, which the Maryland 
affiliate opposed, died in committee. One 
would have denied' teen-agers the right to 
picket places of business thought to discrim- 
inate against persons, on account of race, 
creed, or color; the ACLU termed it uncon- 
sti'tTFuona^^ 

the maximum penalty for trespassing from 
f 100 to $1,000 and/or a year in jail; the 
ACLU said it was "clearly intended to harass" 
those protesting discrimination. 



PUERTO RICAN AID 

At a recent meeting of the New 
Jersey ACLU's Board it was reported 
that the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
had agreed to pay half the cost of print- 
ing in Spanish a New Jersey edition 
of the Union's widely reproduced 
pamphlet If You Are Arrested. The 
NJCLU Board unanimously agreed to 
finance the other half.

High Court's Reapportionment Decision 
Hailed as Help in Civil Rights Struggle 



In commenting on the U.S. Supreme 
Court's March 26 decision holding that legis- 
lative malapportionment may violate the 14th 
Amendment, the ACLU last month said the 
ruling is certain to have broad ramifications. 

As malapportionment is reduced, the long- 
existing rural domination of state legislatures 
"iviit^eTlineTrr'favor of urban an^~subufban~ 



populations. This, in turn, is expected to im- 
prove chances for civil rights legislation as 
blockades by rural legislators are diminished. 

Ba\er v. Carr was the title of the suit re- 
sponsible for the high court's historic ruling. 
It was brought by several urban residents of 
Tennessee, who charged that for the last 60 
years their state legislature had refused to re- 
apportion its representation on the basis of the 
decennial federal census, as required by the 
Tennessee constitution. As a result, they 
noted, the constituents, for whom individual 
legislators acted varied in number horn 2,300 
to 78,000, thus denying many persons equal 
protection of tKe laws as guaranteed by the 
1 4th Amendment. 

The Supreme Court, in a 6-2 decision, broke 
new ground by deciding that federal courts 
could intervene in such a case, overturning 
a long-held principle that the question was 
"political." It returned the suit to a three- 



man federal district court in Tennessee 
(which earlier had refused to intervene) to 
determine whether the current districting 
violates the constitution, leaving to the lower 
court to decide the kind of judicial remedy 
that might be made. 

For technical reasons ,the ACLU did not 
^le~a~byief^itTth^B^er v. Carr case, but pur>~ 
licly supported the test suit as implementing 
the Union's 1961 position that "the equal 
protection clause of the 14th' Amendment is 
infringed by the dilution, as well as the denial, 
of the right to vote." 

In its 1961 statement the Union backed a 
change in the apportionment of state legis- 
lative districts to give all voters approximately 
equal representation. 

Noting that the Supreme Court's March 
26 decision did not take this advanced posi- 
tion, the ACLU declared that it hoped future 
court tests would establish the broader "equal 
protection of the laws" principle. "The im- 
portant thing is that the Supreme Court has 
paved the way for federal courts to consider 
the question of unequal representation," said 
the Union, noting at the same time that its 
affiliates in Michigan, Indiana, Maryland, and 
Ohio were either now backing test suits or 
considering new challenges.

Federal Action Urged 

in Tenn^R4ghts~Gase 

The ACLU appealed last month to Attor- 
ney General Robert Kennedy to investigate 
the multiple arrests and alleged beatings of 
Eric Weinberger, of Norwich, Connecticut, 
while he was retraining Negro sharecroppers 
who had been evicted from their Tennessee 
homes after trying to register to vote. 

"It is our understanding that the federal 
courts have jurisdiction over such activity by 
law enforcement officers who deprive citizens 
of any rights, privileges, or immunities 'under 
color of law/ and that your office, through 
the Civil Rights Division has the power and 
duty to investigate such charges," ACLU 
Executive Director John de J. Pemberton, Jr., 
told Kennedy. 

For the past few months Weinberger has 
tried to help make families of "Freedom Vil- 
lage," tent communities in Haywood and 
Fayette Counties, Tennessee, economically 
self-sustaining by teaching them how to manu- 
facture women's leather handbags. The tent 
communities were set up by Negro share- 
croppers who were driven from their homes

ACLU reminded the Attorney General. 

"According to the information supplied 
us," the Union stated, "Mr. Weinberger was 
first arrested on March 2, 1962 . . . and held 
for three days without arraignment or notifica- 
tion of charges. Although we have made no 
independent investigation, we are informed 
that he was severely beaten by law enforce- 
ment officers while in jail, and following this 
incident was arrested for violating the traffic 
laws, for disorderly conduct, and for resisting 
arrest, within a period of ten days. Each time 
Mr. Weinberger was arrested he was appar- 
ently thrown in jail and beaten again." 

A pacifist, Weinberger has expressed a wish 
not to press charges against the officers. 
"Hate and fear led them to attack me," he 
said. The ACLU explained that it was bring- 
ing the issue to the Department of Justice 
on its own. , . 



JFK Ryukyus Policy 
Commended, in Part 

The ACLU commended on April 22 the 
steps taken by President Kennedy in March 
to extend civil rights and local autonomy in 
Okinawa and the Ryukyu Islands, the last 
U.S.-occupied military area in the Pacific. 

However, the Union said,, the executive 
order does not "contribute to solving the con- 
flict of security with freedom" which has 
marked American occupation of the islands 
since the end of World War II. 

The ACLU's views were submitted in a 
letter to Secretary of Defense McNamara by 
Executive Director John de J. Pemberton, Jr., 
and Roger Baldwin, the Union's International 
Work Adviser. 

The Union welcomed changes which would 

(1) make a civilian rather than a military 
man the Islands' Civil Administrator; and 

(2) allow nomination of the chief executive 
of the Islands by the legislature — "although 
we think genuine autonomy cannot be as- 
sured unless he is either popularly elected 
or designated, not nominated, by the Legis- 
lature, thus assuring an Executive represent- 
ing the people or the legislative majority." 

Discussing the inadequacies of the Presi- 
dent's order, the ACLU said that it does noth- 
ing to deal with the ways in which the concept 
of security both in practice and under the 
penal code has affected "utterances, publica- 
tions, and associations. This concept requires 
the licensing of publications and organiza- 
tions; it restricts travel to Japan on the 
grounds of political opinion; and it gives the 
local American courts wide authority to 
penalize offenses of expression and association 
which should have no place in an American 
jurisdiction." 

National Capital CLU Demands 
Home Rule for Washington, D.C. 

Dr. Robert E. Martin, professor of govern- 
ment at Howard University, appeared before 
the Senate District of Columbia Committee 
-on- April— 5-_to- present_the.^newly-f ounded 
National Capital Area ACLU's arguments in 
favor of home rule for Washington. 

Endorsing both Senator Bible's bill (S.2324) 
and Senator Morse's bill (S.287), he reminded 
the Committee of the Washington Post's com- 
ment calling attention to the "absurd position 
of Washington, D.C, as the undemocratic 
capital of the world's largest democracy." 

He concluded by expressing the hope that 
the Committee would approve "a measure 
which will restore to 750,000 citizens their 
right to direct their local destinies through a 
government of their own choosing."

Equal Pay for Women 

Legislation Endorsed 

On April 27 the ACLU called for the adop- 
tion of federal legislation which would guar- 
antee women equal pay for equal work. 

"This is a simple question of fair play," 
explained the Union, "based on the constitu- 
tional principle of equal treatment and due 
process of ' law. Whatever the reasons for 
paying women less than men for doing the 
same work, none of them make sense today. 
. . . People should be paid on an equal basis 
for the work they do. Whether black or white, 
men or women, no difference is tolerable. . . .

enough. They are in industry to stay. They 
deserve to be treated like all other human 
beings in a land of freedom and equality."

Dorothy Kenyon, a former justice of the 
Municipal Court of New York City, the first 
U.S. delegate to the U.N. Commission on the 
Status of Women, and a member of the 
Union's Board for over thirty years*

III. ACLU Wins Memorable 
Decision in "Tropic" Case 

In his February 21 decision lifting Chicago's 
ban on Henry Miller's book, "The Tropic of 
Cancer," Chief Justice Samuel Epstein of the 
Superior Court of Cook County had some 
memorable words to say on freedom of ex- 
pression: 

"Let the parents control the reading matter 
of-their-children ; let the tastes of -the readers- 
determine what they may or may not read; 
let each reader be his own censor; but let not 
the government or the courts dictate the read- 
ing matter of a free people. 

"The constitutional right to freedom of 
speech and press should be jealously guarded 
by the courts. As a corollary to the freedom of 
speech and press, the courts should also guard 
the freedom to read. The right to free utter- 
ances becomes a useless privilege when the 
freedom to read is restricted or denied." 

The ACLU's Illinois Division, which played 
a major role in winning this victory, is con- 
tinuing to support the case on appeal.

Sitting in the front row of the 70-odd aud- 
ience at Clark Stadium in Hermosa Beach, the teen- 
agers came prepared with a set of questions. 

Stout handled them crisply, factually - and let us 
hope educationally. He heard their questions out with 
the utmost courtesy, no matter how hostile in intent, 
and drove home the object lesson that he didn't believe 
in keeping them from voicing their views - as opposed 
to the John Birch attempts to force into silence points 
of view with which THEY disagree - via phone call and 
mail pressure on newspapers, TV and radio stations. 

The youngsters' assurance could be seen waning 
perceptibly as their questions were answered calmly 
and conclusively with good American sense and hard 
facts. Stout terminated this aspect of the meeting by 
reminding them that this wasn't their meeting, that 
they had been given better than a fair shake in having 
their questions received and answered, and that per- 
haps they would invite him to one of THEIR Meetings 
for a continuation of the discussion on what liberty 
and Americanism really mean. 

On behalf of the youngsters, it should be said 
that they behaved politely, and gave evidence of sin- 
cerity rather than cynicism or "wise guyism. " At 
least some of them listened very intently to Stout's 
replies, and several joined in the applause for him 
when he concluded. It could even be, who knows, 
that the evening may have planted in one of their 
minds the germ of a truer understanding of the mean- 
ing of the Bill of Rights. 



Stout, in his opening remarks, said that while the 
mark of conformity was still strong in much of the 
mass media, particularly in many newspapers, there 
were hopeful sighs that the days when a half dozen 
poison phone calls to a TV station could create panic, 
might be coming to an end. His own hard hitting pro- 
gram was booked solid, sponsors and all, indicating a 
growing realization that the TV audience is grown up 
and wants more three-dimensional comment and re- 
portage, including controversy. 

As publisher of the Beverly Hills Times, Stout 
said he is completely opposed in principle to the eco- 
nomic boycott weapon being vised against programs, 
from any point of view. He would not say he wasn't 
going to buy Schick razdi*s or Richfield gas* iio mat- 
ter how vigorously he opposed the views of the pro- 
grams these companies sponsored. 

The meeting ended with a taped recording of one 
of Stout's programs covering a meeting of the Downey 
School Board on the use of a controversial book. 

All who attended agreed it was another interest- 
ing evening sponsored by the South Bay Chapter. 



TOM RITT IN REMATCH WITH BIRCHER 

Last week Tom Ritt of the South Bay ACLU and 
the Catholic Council on Civil Liberties took on the 
West Coast representative of American Opinion 
(and a member of the JBS), John Power, in a debate 
on HCUA over radio station KHJ. The public res- 
ponse was so great that Joe Dolan, KHJ's modera- 
tor, has scheduled the two in a debate on the John 
Birch Society. The return bout will take place June 
26 at 10:05 p, m. on station KHJ, 93 AM, 10 1.1 FM.

GIVING THE BREEZE ITS DUE 

Since we have been critical in this little paper of 
the Daily Breeze and its one-sided news values (and 
will undoubtedly remain so), it seems only fair to 
mention that the Breeze carried our news release of 
the Bill Stout meeting in straight news fashion. It 
certainly should be nothing to cheer about - if the 
only daily paper in a community doesn't print news 
about local organizations, exactly what function is 
it supposed to serve? Following our criticism of 
the Breeze's recent refusal to print an ACLU letter 
in answer to a series of articles on HCUA, we must 
at least mention, without applause, when the Breeze 
does act like a newspaper. 



SOOKBANNING ? CENSORSHIP ? COMPROMISE ? 



Last March in El Segundo two high school teachers 
bumped heads with the school board and lost. Fortu- 
nately for the teachers they had tenure or they might 
have lost more than their right to choose supple- 
mentary teaching materials. The issue seems to have 
been simple: should a school board act upon recom- 
mendations of its teaching staff or bow to the will of 
a few unidentified parents? 

The Board ruled that Carroll Edwards and Lawrence 
Cummings, who teach social studies in El Segundo 
High School, cannot use The Reporter and The New 
Republic in class. The ruling grew out of a chain of 
events which seem out of proportion to the issue, 
provided one has no real concern for civil liberties. 

Edwards and Cummings were ordered last Sep- 
tember to discontinue the classroom use of the two 
magazines until a "study of them could be made." 
After nearly five months of frustrations in trying to 
learn why , the teachers took their story to the public 
via Tom Franklin of KTLA/TV. The publicity, 
"bringing embarrassment and ridicule on our com- 
munity," brought about an immediate school board 
meeting attended by more than two hundred people, 
including representatives of the South Bay ACLU, 
the Catholic Council on Civil Liberties and the 
California Teachers Association. 

Following a four -hour debate, the board approved 
unanimously the recommendation of the district 
superintendent that Time and Newsweek continue to 
be used in social studies classes for current event 
study. All other magazines-- specifically The New 
Republic and The Reporter were placed in the 
school library for the use of students and teachers 
as reference materials for classroom research and 
special assignments. 

During the meeting, in which more than 25 persons 
spoke predominantly in support of the teachers, it 
became obvious that the board had already decided 
upon its course of action, although determined to 
preserve the facade of "democratic process" by 
allowing everyone to be heard. The board was dis- 
turbed first because the teachers had made a public 
issue of a "family affair," and second because the 
two magazines were "controversial." (Time and 
Newsweek are good enough for millions of Americans, 
why not for El Segundo students? ) 

The teachers accused the board of having refused 
to clarify their arbitrary decision to remove the 
magazines, of demonstrating a lack of confidence in 
the integrity and competence of their teachers, of 
creating a controversy without justification. 

The board retaliated by stating it had not intended 
to stall resolution of the problem, it simply did not 



EL SEGUNDO STUDENT SPEAKS 

The unanimity of the school board in its decision to 
place controls on the use of two liberal magazines 
would appear to put an end to local school disputes, 
but last week Clyde Dougherty, football coach at 
El Segundo High, was summarily dismissed as coach 
and sent back to the classroom (he has tenure), A 
large group of students staged a strike in support of 
Mr. Dougherty. Excerpts from a student letter printed 
in the Breeze provide interesting reading. 

"... Why are our teachers reassigned and for what 
cause? 



seem as important as other board business. Both 
teachers were treated rather harshly by several 
members of the board and the principal. Edwards was 
ordered to sit down and be quiet while in the middle 
of his defense. Several board members felt The 
Reporter and The New Republic, while not subversive , 
are too critical of the U. S. and too controversial for 
young minds, (None of the board was acquainted with 
the magazines two weeks prior to the meeting.) 

Although the teachers lost a battle, their statement 
to the board should serve as a guide to all communities 
in the relationship between teachers and the school 
board. The statement reads: 

"We urge that in all matters which are of a complain- 
ing nature against a teacher, textbook or teaching 
techniques, that the board withhold judgement and 
statements until all facts of the issue are in; and only 
then, without undue emotion, make a sober judgement 
and decision. In following this procedure, the school 
board will be acting as the true guardians of the public 
schools and will not be misusedby individuals or groups 
whose desire is to degrade or destroy our faith in the 
public schools and the professional people within them. 

We further urge that all matters concerning teachers 
and teaching materials be handled through the proper 
channels, i.e., teachers, principal, superintendent, 
board, " 

The following passages are from the letter the 
South Bay ACLU sent to the El Segundo School Board. 

Board of Trustees 

El Segundo Unified School District 

Gentlemen: 

". . . The South Bay Chapter of The American Civil 
Liberties Union strongly protests such action which 
deprives a group of young Americans of the right to 
inquire into social and political problems of the 
United States and the world. Public education in our 
country offers "a right to learn" wherein the great 
cross section of opinion may be studied and weighed. 
Maturity of judgement grows when ideas may be 
freely examined and discussed. The Reporter , as A 
moderate liberal magazine, and the New Republic , 
representing a liberal point of view, are outstanding 
political journals which hardly constitute a threat to 
"the American Way of Life "-- rather they serve our 
educational purpose by presenting issues which are 
essential to an understanding of the American process. 

The American Civil Liberties Union urges you to re- 
consider your action. As Board of Trustees, your 
responsibility in public education does not extend to 
arbitrary censorship of responsible American 
journalism. . . "

DOYLE RIDES AGAIN 

Without the usual hoopla and advance publicity, the 
subcommittee of the House Committee on Un-American 
Affairs slipped into Los Angeles April 22 for four days 
of closed hearings on the "Communist menace in the 
Los Angeles area. " Forty- seven people were sub- 
poened: steelworkers, students, teacher s, Dorothy 
Marshall of the Committee to Abolish HCUA, and one 
communist, Ben Dobbs. Dobbs, wio is. old hat to the 
committee, was undoubtedly called to give credence 
to the "Communist threat, " (After all, if you're go- 
ing to make a raisin cake, you have to have at least 
one raisini ) California's pride, Rep. Doyle (D. I ), 
issued a statement that the findings of the subcom- 
cittee would be a shocking account of Communist 
conspiracy in this area. . .which is so easy a prey 
to Soviet infiltration because of the space and mis- 
sile industries. 

More than five hundred demonstrators were on 
hand the first day to protest the hearings. Despite 
considerable provocation from pro-committee groups 
and representatives of the press, the demonstrators 
were orderly, and usually refused to answer the jeers 
and insults. A number of ACLU members from the 
South Bay took part in the picketing. 

Once again demonstrating its commitment to civil 
liberties, the Southern California ACLU offered free 
legal counsel to every subpoened person. With the 
exception of the everpresent "friendly witness" who 
is always called to testify about subversion wherever the 
the committee holds hearings, there seems to have 
been no cooperation from the subpoenees. Seventeen, 
including Mrs. Marshall, were not called, which 
makes one think that the subcommittee gave up try- 
ing to pry information from "unfriendly" witnesses. 
We can be assured, however, that the published re- 
port will offer "conclusive evidence of subversion in 
Los Angeles. " ...

He says there have been 
requests for more than 10,- 
000 reprints; the article has 
attracted more than 50 let- 
ters — mainly laudatory. It

THE MOST heated criti- 
cism is pinpointed on a 
single sentence: 

"This wttfeTTalFi see no

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em barrassm ent in terms of 
police membership in the 
ACLU and would offer that 
consideration to all profes- 
sional police administrators 
and practitioners."

THE WHITE HOUSE 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Mr. President: 

The present international crisis dramat- 
ically illustrates the perilous times in which 
our country — indeed the whole world — lives. 
As an organization whose only purpose is to 
safeguard constitutional liberties in the 
United States, the American Civil Liberties 
Union does understand the background of the 
current threat and the tremendous pressures 
under which your decision was made. We 
fervently hope, however, along with other 
Americans, that the impasse will be resolved 
without armed conflict between our country 
and Cuba and the Soviet Union. 

In any case, it is abundantly clear that 
the nation faces another period of great 
tension. The experience^ of the American 
Civil Liberties Union throughout its 42- 
year history has been that the most severe 
pressures on civil liberties arise in times of 
international stress. 

The damaging effect of the Palmer raids 
of the '20s and the terrible abuses of the 
McCarthyism of the '50s give witness to this 
historical truth. It is natural that when 
peoples emotions are stirred by fear for the 
security of their families and homes, their 
communities, and their country, they are less 
prone to observe the rights of those in the 
community who may disagree with pre- 
vailing opinion. 

Dissidents, local Communists, other minor- 
ity groups, peace advocates — anyone who 
challenges the orthodox position and mood — 
frequently become the target for those 
searching relief from anxiety and anger. 
In such a setting, as the Korean War crisis 
demonstrated, it becomes more difficult for 
civil liberties to be exercised. Peaceful 



sometimes by the failure of local police 
to allow such assembly; meeting halls are 
difficult to obtain; a hunt for "subversives" 
in schools, colleges, and public agencies be- 
gins; legislative investigations and criminal 
prosecutions are instituted, often on the 
flimsiest basis. 

Such action directly vitiates the First 
Amendment, and spurs extremists who are 
eager to utilize tensions to promote anti- 
civil liberties programs. It also creates an 
atmosphere of additional fear and a drive 
for enforced conformity in which citizens 
are less courageous in exercising First 
Amendment rights. 

Yet it is particularly important in time 
of international crisis, when decisions af- 
fecting the very existence of our democratic 
society are being made, that there be no 
silencing of debate; while national unity in 
times of crisis is necessary, this does not 
require that the avenues of communication 
through which the views of the citizenry 
can be heard should be closed. Indeed, this 
is a time when we most need discussion of 
our policies; without it, the word "unity" 
is an empty one. 

We know of your concern with the need 
for preserving our civil liberties, for their 
intrinsic worth in our free society and be- 
cause they are the core of the freedoms 
our country is defending in our world-wide 
struggle against totalitarianism. However, 
mindful as we are of the grave and huge 
problems with which you are now grappling, 
we do urge that you explain to the American 
public that, despite the serious crisis facing 
the country, our people — especially govern- 
mental officials at all levels — should not 
resort to any action which undermines those 
constitutional freedoms which represent 
America's highest ideal.

I can assure you that the President's long 
standing interest and commitment to pre- 
serving the civil rights and civil liberties 
of all Americans remain strong. 

Our nation has been in a period of in- 
ternational strain almost constantly since 
the end of World War II, and we have 
become somewhat hardened to this basicT^ 
condition and atmosphere. The most im- 
mediate crisis is, however, an appropriate 
occasion for directing attention to the need 
to protect civil liberties at all times, and 
your timely suggestion is appreciated.

The laws enacted by the California Legis- 
lature in 1959 to com hat housing discrimina- 
have been declared constitutional by 
state's Supreme Court. In one case, the 
jrt held that the Unruh Civil Rights 
t, which prohibits discrimination in busi- 
is establishments, covers real estate 
Ulcers and salesmen. The second law, the 
wkins Act, bars discrimination in pub- 
^assisted housing. 
Four test cases, supported by the North- 
ern and Southern California ACLUs, were 
ruled on by the high state court. They were 
brought by three Negroes and a Mexican. 

Udall Ends Ban on Handbills 
On Lan ds of Park Service 

Interior Secretary Stewart L. Udall agreed 
last month with the ACLU that the federal 
government cannot bar distribution of po- 
litical handbills on lands of the National 
Capital Parks Service. 

The ACLU and its District of Columbia 
affiliate last May protested the stopping by 
park police of the distribution of pacifist 
handbills by Lawrence White and other 
Quakers near Constitution Avenue on land 
•under— N^GrP-S.~jur4sd ic tion.-~ 



Udall conceded that "the constitutional 
rights of Mr. White and his friends may 
well have been infringed," and said he was 
grateful to the ACLU for having brought 
the matter to his attention. Udall also said 
he was ordering regulations drafted that 
would permit some control over handbill 
distribution "in the interest of public safety, 
traffic control, and protection of the national 
memorial character of many of these areas." 
The regulations, however, would give "full 
latitude to the right of free speech." 



ACLU Praises Federal Action in Meredith 

Case, Questions Handling of Gen. Walker 



The action taken by the federal govern- 
ment to enforce court orders admitting 
James Meredith to the University of Missis- 
. sippi received the full support of the ACLU 
in an October 4 letter to Attorney General 
Kennedy. While urging that "the most 
meticulous judgment be used to insure Mr. 
Meredith's safety and the continued en- 
forcement of the orders of the United States 
courts," the ACLU looked forward to the 
early return of authority to local officials. 

At the same time the Union said that 
former General Edwin A. Walker had been 
denied due process after his arrest in Oxford 
and cautioned against impairment of other 
citizens' rights there. 

"We think that the President and your- 
self acted with expert judgment," said 
'ACLU Board CMirrnarTErnest ATigell. "The" 
shameful recourse to violence by some of 
our Southern citizens is a tragic commentary 
on the distance our nation has yet to travel 
to assure Negro citizens the first-class citizen- 
ship that has so long been denied them. It 
is unfortunate that the officials of the State 
of Mississippi allowed the situation to deter- 
iorate so seriously that the use of troops was 
necessary. Under the circumstances, however, 
the use of military power was inevitable." 

Tiie Cose of General Walker 

Angell went on to express concern about 
the unknown number of persons arrested 
who were then being held without charges. 
Even deeper concern was voiced over the 
procedure under which General Walker was 
taken into custody and, following a hearing 
before a United States Commissioner, was 
immediately flown to the Federal Center for 
Medical Prisoners in Springfield, Missouri. 

On the following day, the U. S. District 
Court ordered Walker to be examined to 
determine whether or not he was mentally 
competent to stand trial on the charge of 
^insurreGtion-and~inGit-ing a riot. — ~ 

"We understand that neither Walker nor 
any attorney on his behalf was before the 
court ... or even notified that the hearing 
was to be held," Angell wrote Kennedy.

press reports that Walker will be detained 
for psychiatric examination for a sixty to 
ninety day period . . .

The day after the Union's letter was re- 
ceived, General Walker was released on 
$50,000 bail and returned to his home in 
Texas, where he will undergo court-author- 
ized psychiatric examination. 

Southern Lawyers Chided 

Commending the Attorney General on 
his rebuke to Southern lawyers for their 
failure to support federal court orders in 
-the Meredith case, the Union urged him- to— 
take the lead in a program to impress on 
all members of the bar — through national, 
state, and local bar associations — the special 
obligation that lawyers have to the Con- 
stitution. 

The ACLU also urged that the Attorney 
General or the President broadcast a "mes- 
sage that would make clear that the issue 
in the Meredith case is direct contempt not 
only of the orders of the United States 
courts, but of the constitutional principle 
of equal treatment. The battle that James 
Meredith has undertaken ... is a struggle 
for the rights of all Americans." 
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Hearings Asked Under 
New NDEA Legislation 

In mid-October the ACLU urged that the 
government provide full due process hear- 
ings to all persons denied fellowships or 
scholarships under the new restrictions writ- 
ten by Congress into the National Defense 
Education Act and the National Science 
Foundation Act. 

In a letter to H.E.W. Secretary Anthony 
J. Celebrezze and Dr. Alan T. Waterman, 
director of the National Science Foundation, 
the Union centered its attention on the pro- 
vision in the Acts which would withhold 
or withdraw a fellowship or scholarship "if 
such award is not in the best interests of the 
United States/' The ACLU protested "so 
wide a grant of authority" on such "vague 
and equivocal grounds." 

The Union also urged that full hearings 
^be accorded applicants who, under the new 
legislation, must disclose a criminal record. 
"There are crimes and crimes," the ACLU 
pointed out, "and a person who has been 
motivated by his conscience to participate in 
desegregation activities and so has been held 
on criminal charges, would be a proper 
recipient of a government fellowship." The 
due process protection should also apply to 
persons who, on grounds of conscience, have 
refused to answer questions put by a legisla- 
tive committee. 

The Union's letter, signed by Executive 
Director John de J. Pemberton jr. and Dr. 
Louis Hacker, Chairman of its Academic 
Freedom Committee, hailed the deletion in 
the new legislation of the disclaimer affi- 
davit long protested by leading universities 
and by the ACLU as an invasion of academic 
freedom. In its place the law requires a posi- 
tive statement of loyalty, similar to the 
oath taken by officials entering government 
service. 

In expressing "definite reservations about 
the new legislation in its entirety," the 
-Union said the provision making it a crim- 
inal act, with heavy penalties, for any person 
to apply for or receive a government loan 
or stipend if he belongs to a Communist 
organization which has been ordered to reg- 
ister by the Subversive Activities Control 
Board, violates the First Amendment. "We 
believe this to be an unjust provision and 
an encroachment on the freedom of associa- 
tion of scholars, because we believe that 
the Subversive Activities Control Act is 
unconstitutional."

ACLU Backing Shelton 
In Contempt Re-trial 

The ACLU announced on October 3 a new 
challenge to the authority of congressional 
committees to investigate the political be- 
liefs and associations of citizens — in the case 
of Robert Shelton, a New York Times copy 
editor and folk music reviewer who declined, 
on First Amendment grounds, to answer 
questions of the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee during its 1956 probe of 
alleged Communist influence in the press. 

Shelton's original conviction, along with 
seven others similarly cited for contempt, 
was reversed by the U. S. Supreme Court 
last June because the indictments "failed to 
identify the subject under Congressional in- 
quiry at the time the witness was inter- 
rogated." 

Shelton and the seven others were ar- 
raigned for a second time on October 4. 
Representing Shelton, at the Unions re- 
quest, is Joseph L. Rauh Jr., veteran Wash- 
ington attorney who served as Shelton's 
counsel in the first case, John Silard, and 
ACLU Legal Director Melvin L. Wulf. 

In announcing the ACLUs full support 
of the Shelton case, Executive Director John 
de J. Pemberton Jr. said that it raised vital 
issues involving freedom of the press and 
due process. "The Committee's questioning 
was wholly unconstitutional," Pemberton ex- 
plained, "because, under the First Amend- 
ment, Congress lacks any authority to legis- 
late in matters affecting freedom of the 
press." 

She/ton Subpoenaed At Random 

The Shelton case is even "more shocking," 
Pemberton added, because of the circum- 
stances under which he was called to testify. 
The Subcommittees staff, in search of a 
Willard Shelton, discovered that there was 
no such employee by that name at the Times, 
but that several other. Sheltons worked there, 
including Robert Shelton. After consultation 
with the Subcommittee chairman, Senator 
Eastland, the staff arbitrarily added Robert 
Shelton's name to the subpoena. 

"This capricipus. procedure flies squarely 
in the face of the Fourth and Fifth Amend- 
ments which require that a person may not 
be subpoenaed without probable cause to 
believe he possesses information pertinent 
to the inquiry." Pemberton also criticized 
the new indictments of all eight witnesses 
as a "relic of McCarthyism." "J 



Illinois ACLU Recommends 
Mental Case Procedures 

With studies of mental commitment" pro- 
cedures under way in public and private 
agencies in the state, the Illinois ACLU has 
submitted to the Cook County Mental Health 
Clinic a five-page report containing its 
recommendations for fair procedures to be 
followed in bringing mentally ill people to 
the Clinic and for their examination _an 
later trial to determine need for commi* 
ment to an institution. ' 

The report has also been sent to leade 
of medical, legal, and professional groii 
concerned with mental illness. It recol 
mends presumption of sanity until othenv 
proven and urges safeguarding the 
process rights of individuals involunta! < 
apprehended and threatened with comt 
ment. The Clinic has put a number of ' 
ACLUs recommendations into effect.

Anti-Discrimination ACLU^sks

Injunction Issued p ray erlQuiz 



An injunction prohibiting the owners of the Sun-Ray 
Estates housing development in Wilmington from discrim- 
inating' against a Negro couple in the sale of homes was 
issued on Nov. 16' by Superior Court Judge Alfred Gitleson. 

It Vas issued, pending trial, in a suit brought by ACLU 
on behalf of Mr. and Mrs. James 



McLennan who charged that the 
defendants had refused to sell 
them a house. 

The court enjoined discrimina- 
tion because of race by Sun -Ray 
Estates either against the Mc- 
Lennans or any member of the 
Negro race under the provision 
of the Uuruh Act which forbids 
discrimination based on racial 
origin^ 

This is the first injunction ever 
issued by any California court to 
bar discrimination in housing. In

our society may not survive the 
failure." 

The statement referred to a 
survey prepared by the Civil 
Liberties Educational Founda- 
tion which showed that "student 
and adult opinion disclosed a la- 
mentable ignorance of both the 
wording and history of the Bill 
of Rights and a dangerous indif- 
ference to its application to cur- 
rent issues." 

The group felt the failures in 
the schools are due to "a fear 
of controversy." It is difficult 
for teachers to "withstand com- 
munity pressure to ignore or 
gloss over prickly and disagree- 
able questions, unless they are 
given support by those who be- 
lieve that education must stim- 
ulate the curiosity to wrestle 
with imponderables, and the 
boldness to grasp the nettles of 
controversy. 

"It makes little sense for our 
government to spend billions for 
military defense, or even for aid 
to less fortunately situated peo- 
ples, if at the same time our 
public and private institutions 
neglect to do whatever is neces- 
sary to preserve the way of life 
which we thus seek to protect 
against external threats," the 
group said.

WIRETAPPING. A great ef- 
fort by the administration-to ob- 
tain legislation authorizing wire- 
tapping failed to pass. This was 
probably due to vigorous oppo- 
sition from civil liberties groups 
and also mixed support from law 
enforcement officials who felt 
the administration proposal was 
not as strong as they would have 
preferred. 

COMMUNIST PROPAGAN- 
DA. The , Cunningham Amend- 
ment to the Postal Bill which 
provided for censorship of com- 
munist propaganda carried in 
both foreign and domestic mail 
was defeated, but a substitute 
amendment (less objectionable 
but still censorship) was adopt- 
ed. This provides t h a t foreign 
mail deemed to be communist 
propaganda by the Secretary of 
the Treasury will be detained 
and destroyed unless requested 
by the addressee. Exempt from 
the provisions are governmental 
agencies, public libraries, uni- 
versities and regular subscribers. 

INDUSTRIAL SECURITY. A 
bill sponsored by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
and backed by the administra- 
tion which would have provided 
a base for the present Internal 
Security Program failed to pass. 
It would have authorized hear- 
ings without confrontation . and 
cross-examination in all cases.
